many of the crops are planted where 
they arc to grow. As the term "seed 
bed" is used here it refers to some 
specially prepared place for 
starting 


plants, from which they may be trans- 
planted to their permanent positions in 


garden. The location o* an outdoor 
leed bftd should be such that it may be 
conveniently reached for watering, and 
it should be, naturally protected from 
drying winds. 


Good soil for a seed bed consists of 


on* part of well-rotted 
manure, two 


parts of good garden loam or rotted 
sods, and one part of sharp, tine snnd. 
The manure should be thoroughly rot- 
ted, but it should not have been ex- 
posed to the weather and the strength 
leached out of H. The addition of leaf 
mold or peat will tend to make the 
Boll better adapted for seed-bed pur- 
poses. 
Mix alt the 
ingredients to- 


gether in a heapt stirring well with a 
shovel, after which the soil should be 
sifted and placed In boxes or In the 
bed ready .for sowing the seed. 


Weed seeds and the sports of fun- 


tfous diseases that are present in the 
soil for a seed bed may be killed by 
placing1 the soil in pans and baking It 
for and hour in a hot oven. 


The seed bed should never 
be 
al- 


lowed to become dry, but groat, 'cartv 
should be taken that too much water 
is not applied. 
I'lants require the ac- 


tion of air upon their roots and an ex- 
cess of water in the soil will exclude 
the air. Too frequent and heavy wa- 
terinss v/ill cause the damplng-off of 
the fioedlings. 


A few hours before removing plants 


from the seed bed or plant bed they 
should be well watered and-the water 
allowed to soaU into the soil. This will 
Insure a portion of the soil adhering 
to this roots and prevent the plants 
from wilting-

properly thinned or transplanted U Is 
often possible t.o run n knife or trowel 
between them, thus cutting

:lilng, n hole is dug In the earth near 
(he plant bed, or a larjre pall or pan 
mav be used for the- purpose, and a 
thin ilime. contristing of clay, cow ma- 
nure, and water, is 
prftpared.

with 


thU mixture by flipping1 them up and 
down In the puddle a few 'times. Pud- 
dling: Insures a coating of moist earth 
over the entire root system 
of 
the 


ilant, prevents the air from reaching 
the rootlets while on the way to the 
garden, and aids In securing 
direct 


contact between the roots and the soil. 


Tn parts of the country where the 


sunshine is extremely hot during 
part of the summer, some plants, espe- 
cially thosf* that are grown for salad 
purposes, arc 
benefited 
by 
shading- 


shading is often used in the care of 
small plants when they ore first trans- 
planted.

"problem" or "sex"' plays or plays with 
a purpose—though all of his plays 
have their problems, their sex discus- 
sions, their obvious morals. 
The mis- 


take of the present is that dramatists 
take one detail of life, often an un- 
important onc,.aJid elaborate it out of 
all proportion, while in Sha.kospeare 
life itself parades before us and de- 
velops its own details in the progress 
of the play. We may well listen to 
Hamlet and Lear while waiting for the 
great American dramatist.

the department of agriculture. 


The homo production of fruit stimu- 


lates an interest and love for natural 
objects, which can only be acquired by 
that familiarity 
with 
them

comes through their' culture. 
The 


cultivation of fruits teaches discrimin- 
ation. 
Tf every purchaser was a good 


judge of the different kinds of fruits, 
the demand for fruits of high quality, 


fessional fruit grower, would become a 
reality. 
The rucourapfement 
of the 


cultivation of ilno fruits in tho homo 
garden will do much toward teaching 
buyers to discriminate between

culture one must know the methods 
of pruning, training and culture best 
stiitf.,0 'to the space at command, ; -In 
proportion to size, dwarf trees aro more 
fruitful that standards; they come into 
bearing sooner and are therefore of 
special value for use in fruit gardens.

requirements' fixed by law'' arc quite- 


high, of ten. requiring the manufacture 
of 
an 
expensive 
oil-enriched gas, 


which may not be the most econom- 
ical gas to the public. The import- 
ance of the heating value of the gas 
is now being quite generally recog- 
nized, and where new legislation has 
been adopted recently and where pub- 
lic-service commissions liave consid- 
ered the question of gas regulation 
and have-gotten, to the point of issu- 
ing regulations, 
tho' heating 
value 


standard is'being generally adopted, 
supplemented in soine cases by a 
moderate candlepower standard, the 
latter with a view to affording the 
necessary protection to those who still 
use the open-flanje burner. 


In view of the growing importance 


of the question of heating values of 
gases from the manufacturing, the leg- 
islative, tho inspecting, and the eco- 
nomic Bides, the bureau of standards, 
of the-department of commerce, start- 
ed several years ago an exhaustive in- 
vestigation ot the instruments widely 
used in this country and abroad 
to 


measure tho heating values of gases, 
with a view to determining the sources 
of error to which the Instilments are 
liable, the important precautions to 
be observed in their use, and tho ac- 
curacy attainable with them. 'This in- 
vestigation has now been completed, 


i
